American scientific minds are at 
work to probe the why of drought- 
Some believe that heat and drought 
have been caused by the universal 
dissemination o^?Iectricity by the 
radio stations of the country. A re¬ 
quest has been sent to President 
Hoover to close, dpwn all radios for 
60 days to see if the theory is cor- 
rect. 

Another theory is that the hot, dry 
spell is occasioned by the enormous 
consumption of gasoline. The ex¬ 
haust gases rising, have overlaid the 
country with a moisture proof blan¬ 
ket which has interefered with na¬ 
ture’s processes. 

Still another theory is that the 
drought in America is caused by the 
war ir. China. The burning of pow¬ 
der, accompanied hy the thunder of 
fire arms has centred the world’s 
rain supply in the Yang Tge valley. 
That, it will be recalled, was an ex¬ 
planation of the wetness of the tren¬ 
ches during the war. 

The majority of scientists however 
seem to content themselves with the 
belief that drought is due to lack 
of rain.

The , 
threshermen presented figures cover- 
ing cost of gasoline, oil, repairs. In¬ 
vestment, etc., to show that 12 cent* 
for wheat and 6 cents for oats was 
rock bottom. Kates were .based on a 
$4.00 wage for man and $6 for man 
and team. The only real outcome of 
the meeting was an agreement that, I 
the cost of threshing would be gov-1 
erned by the cost of wages and teams 
If these could be obtained more 
cheaply, it might be able to cut!

It is true that wheat prices are 
hovering around 80 cents. It is true 
that prices for cattle, lambs and wool 
are disappointingly low. It is true 
*’iat all parts of Western Canada this 
year have not been blessed with an 
average crop. And yet, we believe, 
there is reason for sane optimism ov¬ 
er the outlook. 

Estimates of the Western crop as 
made by the Dominion Government 
statistical bureau and the Manitoba 
Free Press on Wednesday of last 
week, indicate that we may expect to 
have between 336„000,000 and 360,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in the Prai¬ 
rie Provinces. Evert at 80 cents a 
bushel that means that we will have 
about $300,000,000 in new wealth 
flow to us from that one source alone 
Before the war it was seldom that 
we received more than half that 
amount for our wheat crop. So that, 
forgetting the years of war prices 
for our wheat, we cannot find any rea 
son for being unduly pessimistic over 
the outlook, y. is true that in the 
years of large crops and high prices 
we prospered exceedingly, and that 
fact has rather inclined to -blind us 
to the fact that we are now fairly 
well off as compared to many other 
parts of the world. But considering 
the whole situation, considering the 
fact that we have been enabled t,. go 
a long way to re-outfit our farms 
with modem machinery during the 
past few years, thus cutting down 
the cost of producing a bushel of 
wheat, there is every reason to view 
the future with a sane optimism. 
There will be no excuse for extrava¬ 
gance this year; resources will have 
to be more carefully conserved than 
usual; but there will be no starva¬ 
tion, no undue hardship in most sec¬ 
tions of the West. In fact, already 
we believe that signs of a lifting of 
the business depression may be seen 
as a result of the movement of the 
1930 wheat crop.—Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald.

A number of Canadian Life Insur¬ 
ance Companies consider it to their 
best interest to institute periodic 
healh examination amongst their pol¬ 
icy'holders. They find it so effective 
as a life prolonger that they have 
arrangements ' with the Canadian 
i Medical Association, providing free 
medical examination to their clients. 

If this safeguard is found to pay 
insurance companies it should sure¬ 
ly pay the individual who desires 
a long and healthful life. 

It is said that half the illness in 
Canada is preventable, and 30 per 
cent of deaths are postponable. The 
direct .cost of illness is estimated at 
three million dollars. 

Physicians have long urged this 
doctrine of preventative treatment. 
Many illnesses, might be prevented if 
the physician were given the oppor¬ 
tunity of acting in the incipent stage. 
Cancer and tuberculosis are only two 
of many diseases which may be check 
ed if taken early but are often left 
too late for the exercise of effective 
preventive measures. Over-eating, ov 
er-drinkink, overwork, under exercise 
worry all present problems and con¬ 
ditions which a physician would be 
quick to correct, were he given a 
chance.

He 
States that British money is available 
for well organized, extensive and 
promising enterprises. But a prop¬ 
osition to interest them must be big. 
The difficulty in Alberta is the large 
number of leases held by small lease 
holders. 

In speaking of the British attitude 
toward Canadian wheat, Mr. Green¬ 
field said that it was a matter which 
hinged on comparative prices. For 
five months last year Argentine un¬ 
dersold Canada from 10 to 33 cents a 
bushel. Canada can have preference 
only when she meets her competitors. 

The European continent has anoth¬ 
er big wheat crop. Germany and 
France are exporting subsidized 
wheat and their people are eating 
rye bread in order that their subsi¬ 
dized wheat may be exported. 

In Germany rye bread is served at 
hotels and everywhere. 

When it is known that tariff in¬ 
creases on foreign wheat and flour in 
most European countries has jumped 
one hundred per cent, since 1614, 
Canadian wheat is apparently fenced 
out. 

The possibility of Canadian cattle 
entering the British market, depends 
on the steadiness of the supply. This 
applies also to bacon and butter. 

Britain is practically maintaining 
Denmark by buying its butter and 
bacon. The British trade like the 
Canadian product, but must have a 
continuous supply.

The $30 charges to take a steer 
over to England are about the same 
as the increased tariff charges to 
put cattle on the Chicago market. 
But prices there are low, and more¬ 
over it is not a secure market. At 
any time there may be tariff changes 
as soon as it begins to look profitable 
Canadian stockmen have been hit so 
frequently by stiffening tariffs that 
they look with greater security on 
the British market. 

Another reason for hoping that 
the British enterprise may prove suc¬ 
cessful, is that the shipments furnish 


wheat appeared to be about 10 per 
cent, superior to barley in rapidity 
of grains, in finish and in costs per 
hundred pound gain. 

Wheat should be coarsely ground 
or rolled for cattle, hogs or old ewes, 
but lambs and young ewes thrive on 
whole wheat.

EMULATE JOSEPH NEWEST SEAPORT REID HILL SCHOOL FAIR 


Lord Milchett, a well known Brit¬ 
ish industrialist, says that the Wheat 
Pool to operate successfully, should 
have a policy covering not one year, 
but several years. He urges Pool di¬ 
rectors to consider Jbseph. 

“One of the most successful co¬ 
operative efforts in history, that car¬ 
ried out by Joseph in hoarding Egyp 
tian corn during a time of plenty, 
covered a period of seven years. Ev¬ 
en the most superficial examination 
of grain statistics reveals similar 
modem - conditions, the good crops 
following poor crops " in ever-recur¬ 
ring cycles,” he declared. “The 
Canadian wheat pool, in its effort to 
assure the farmer of the best return 
for his product, would be well advis¬ 
ed to follow Joseph’s example, allow¬ 
ing the surplus of each year to ac¬ 
cumulate in anticipation of poor 
crops which are bound to come some 
day.’’ 

“Because of its magnitude the 
question has bfcpme one of Domin¬ 
ion-wide economic importance,” he 
continued. “But if the wheat pool is 
forced to throw its surplus on the 
world regardless 61. demand chaotic 
price conditions must‘result and the. 
‘attempt defeatS'ita purpose of stab* 1 
ilization. It is also left without the 
necessary grain with which to take 
advantage of the ‘lean’ years.”

With wheat at such low prices,

Development of the townsite of 
Churchill, Canada’s newest seaport, 
on Hudson Bay, terminus of the 
Hudson Bay Railway, is expected to 
start next spring. The Hudson Bay 
Railway was built by the Canadian 
Government and is to become a part 
of the Canadian National Railways. 

The entire townsite at Churchill is 
owned" by the Province of Manitoba, 
and it is to be developed along mod¬ 
ern town planning lines. No proper¬ 
ty will be sold but, instead there will 
be long term leases subject to reas¬ 
onable revision at stated periods, 
such as ^ery three or five years. 

Engineers are now at Churchill 
working out plans for water works, 
water mains and sewerage lines. The 
town plan will specify locations of 
public buildings, schools, churches, 
rahvay station, hotels, business' 
streets, residential sections and re¬ 
creation grounds. Adequate surveys- 
will be made this year. A compact 
settlement is planned with the initial 
residential construction possibly in | 
the form of apartment houses, heat- i 
ed by a central plant that would j 
also furnish heat for business blocks 
jtftffggUblic b,gildings.
